Mr,  Chairman,  Mrs,  Gibson  and  Gentlemen, 


Except  for  a widespread  epidemic  of  measles  which  started  in 
Keg^roxbh  in  December,  I96O,  the  population  and  especially  the  childroi 
enjoyed  good  health.  With  these  sixteen  cases  of  measles  notified 
from  Kegworth  in  December  there  v/as  a total  of  three  hundred  and  twenty- 
five.  Very  few  of  the  children  affected  developed  the  dangerous 
complications  of  bronchitis  or  pneumonia  and  this,  I presume,  resulted 
from  the  judicious  use  of  antibiotics  and  similar  drugs  not  available 
in  the  19‘4D  epidemic. 

A graph  of  measles  notifications  is  shown  on  page  tv/elvet 

Diphtheria  is  a much  more  serious  disease  than  measles  but  only 
one  hundred  and  forty-two  children  completed  the  primary  course  of 
immunisation.  This  v\ras  fifty- five  less  than  in  the  previous  year, 
and  the  number  of  reinforcjng  injections  given  fell  from  one  hundred  and 
thirty-one  to  seventy  three.  It  is  true,  as  you  know,  that  many 
children  v^rere  vaccinated  against  smallpox,  but  pajrents  should  remember 
that  this  important  vaccination  has  a quickly  developing  protection,  but 
three  anti -diphtheria  inoculations  are  required  at  approximately 
monthly  intervals  to  stimulate  the  immune  response  and  in  the  presence 
of  an  epidemic  this  is  much  too  slow  and  in  some  cetses  possibly  too  late. 

I have  included  this  year  a list  of  the  causes  of  death  along  with 
the  referable  list  for  the  County,  which  you  may  find  interesting. 
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Our  vital  statistics  ajre  corrected  aa  usuaJ.  for  age  and  sex 
distribution.  The  death  rate  was  10.2  per  1 jOOO  of  the  population 
v/hile  the  rate  for  England  and  Yfales  was  1 2 . This  Y/as  not  quite 
so  good  as  last  year  vfhen  the  comparison  'Yras  8,8  and  11,5 • 

The  live  birth  rate  was  per  1 ,000  which  was  one  less  than 

England  and  Y/ales  and  o,5  less  than  our  figure  for  1960. 

There  was  only  one  stillbirth,  whereas  there  were  five  last 
year.  The  comparable  figures  for  our  small  population  in  this 
case  are  not  sigificant,  although  interesting  - 6,4  per  1 ,000  live 
and  stillbirths  in  the  Rural  District,  18.7  i^  England  and  Yfales, 
and  28.2  in  our  area  last  year. 

The  Piiblic  Health  Inspector's  report  is  incorporated  and  I 
thank  him  and  all  members  of  my  Public  Health  Staff  for  their 
helpful  co-opera.tion  and  efficient  application  to  their  duties.

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of 
the  depajrtment  for  the  year  ending  31  st  December,  1^6^  . 

The  report  is  on  the  same  lines  as  the  previous  year,  and  I 
wotild  mention  here  new  legislations  that  became  Law  during  the  year* 
were  the  Public  Health  Act,  1^6^  , the  Housing  Act,  19^1  , and  the 
Land  Drainage  Act,  19^1  . 

Housing  and  meat  inspec5tion  accounted  for  a fair  amomt  of 
time,  particularly  in  achieving  one  hundred  inspection  of  all 
carcaaes  reported,  and  it  is  worthy  to  note  that  the  three  slaughter 
houses  in  the  district  are  endeavouring  to  cariy  out  the  necessary 
works  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Pisheries  and  Pood. 

May  I once  again  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  Chairmen 
of  the  Committees,  and  members  of  the  Council  for  their  interest  in 
the  department,  and  would  also  thank  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health, 
the  Clerk  to  the  Council,  and  members  of  the  staff  for  their 
co-operation.

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HOUSING 


Only  four  Council  houses  were  completed  during  the  yeaLr,.  but 
arrangements  were  well  in  hand  for  the  conmen cement  of  the  sixty-eight 
houses  on  the  Windmill  Fields  Estate,  Castle  Bonington,  and  the  six 
houses  at  Belton  on  the  Cleajrance  Area  site,  Tylers  Road,  Belton,  and 
by  the  end  of  the  year  fifty-four  Council  houses  were  in  the  course  of 
construction. 

Twelve  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise. 

Inspections  were  carried  out  at  some  substandard  properties, 
and  the  Council  considered  applications  for  both  discretionary  and 
standard  grants,  and  during  the  year  the  following  grants  were

During  the  year  schemes  for  the  improvement  and  extensions  of 
sewage  disposal  works  at  Castle  Bonington  and  Kegvrorth  have  been 
under  considerati.on,  and  it  is  expected  that  these  will  be  put 
into  operation  in  the  near  ftiture- 

A small  electric  pumping  station  was  completed  at  the  Long 
\fhatton  Works,  and  has  done  much  to  alleviate  the  periodic 
flooding  previously  encountered  when  the  level  of  the  water  in  the 
Whatton  Brook  v/an  high. 


CLOSET'  COIWERSrONS 


The  replacement  of  pan  closets  by  water  closets  was  carried 
out  at  eight  premises  in  the  district. 

The  Council  were  concerned  about  the  remaining  properties 
where  connections  had  not  been  made  to  the  sewer  and  to  assist  the 
Highway  Authority  in  their  proposals  for  road  improvements  fifteen 
connections  ‘were  made  from,  the  main  sewer  to  the  boundaries  of 
properties  in  order  to  avoid  making  excavations  in  the  ne'w  road  and 
footpath  surfaces  when  the  pan  closets  are  converted. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 


Refuse  collection  continued  to  be  carried  out  in  the  district 
by  tv7o  vehicles. 

A new  dual  purpose  vehicle  wa.s  placed  on  order,  to  i-^place  the 
vehicle  at  present  used  to  empty  cesspools  and  pail  closets,  which 
had  reached  the  end  of  its  economic  life.  The  new  vehicle  will  be 
dei sel -engined , 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping  into  one  main  tip, 
v/ith  a smaller  tip  used  in  the  outlying  districts. 
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V/ATER  SUPPLIES 


No  serious  shortages  of  water  occurred  during  the  ;^ear5  and 
it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  record  mains  supplies  to  outlying 
farms  and  properties  on  the  fringe  of  Diseworth  and  Breedon-on-tho' 
Hill,  by  connections  to  the  new  9"  main  from  the  River  Dove. 

Connections  were  also  made  to  a farm  and  four  cottages  to 
replace  doubtful  .hallow  well  supplies. 

Five  hundred  and  eighty  yards  of  new  mains  were  laid  in  at 
Castle  Donington  to  provide  for  industrial  development  and  at 
Kegworth  mains  were  laid  to  link  Pleasant  Place  and  7ifhatton  Road 
to  London  Road,  and  eighty  yards  to  link  mains  at  Mill  Lane  with 
Station  Road,  wrhleh  has  effected  improvements.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  -were  twenty- six  caravans  in 
the  district  on  sates  thaj  have  been  licensed  by  the  Council. 

Informal  action  v/as  taken  against  the  owners  of  two  fields 
who  allowed  itinei’ant  traders  to  bring  naimbers  of  caravans  on 
unlicensed  land,  which  is  not  provided  with  the  decent 
amenities  that  are  so  necessary  on  caravan  sites.

The  department  continued  to  co-operate  with  the  Officers  of 
the  Ministiy  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  ^steraatic 
surveys  were  made  and  treatments  carried  out  at  sewage  wo  lies, 
sewers  and  refuse  tips. 

There  appeared  to  he  an  increase  in  the  rat  population  during 
the  Autumn,  and  regular  demands  were  made  for  the  services  of  the 
rodent  operator. 

A charge  is  made  for  services  at  business  premises,  but 
private  dwellings  are  visited  and  treated  without  charge.
